Judge Nebron then sentenced Jackson 
to spend the next six months in the Los Angeles County Jail.

In May 1974, Jackson pleaded no contest to a 
charge of trespassing and was placed on three years 
probation. Under the terms of probation, Jackson, who 
has since lost his license to practice psychiatry, was 
forbidden to distribute defamatory letters, writing 
about the moral, political, religious or criminal aspects 
of 15 specified persons and to use a rubber stamp, letter- 
head or stationery bearing any name other than his own. 

When the original probation terms were imposed 
last May, Municipal Court Judge James E. Satt dismissed 
the petty theft charge and ruled that the ten counts of 
misdemeanor criminal libel charges against Jackson would 
be dismissed if he obeyed the terms of the probation. 

Because Jackson violated his probation, the 
possibility exists that the libel charges may be refiled 
by the Los Angeles City Attorney.
